It is admitted that the omnibus specification is-a. type-of , w 
pleading not specific in‘character, *>ut is countensnced under gur. ' 
ovm court-martial- procedure when the act or # ac,t-s ’complained of extend . 
over a considerable period of time (Appendix 4g, p 237, L1CM). Major 
Short, the live witness in this case, testified, generally, that this 
accused slapped various prisoners of war, and he was not shaken in ' 
cross-examination. As the accused had the right to cross-examine a 
live witness in respect to the additional mistreatment alloged, it is 
believed that he is technically guilty of this specification'and in 
addition has protection from any future charge of mistreatment to 
prisoners of war at this camp during tho dates al.legod- as sot' forth 
in the specification. However, as tho type of evidence is-not spei 
eific in character, it is believed that very^dittle weight, if any, 
should bo given-it in determining the amount, of sentence undarthess Sets. 

K bt i ons for De fe nse f or Findings of N ot Guilty : At tho close 
of the prosecution's caso The defense macTo~Tts’moETons for findings; 
of not guilty and tho Commission overruled them and gave os its roa- 1 
sons that the Prosecution may request to reopon tho case and produoe 
additional evidence or that necessary evidence may be supplied by the 
defense in presenting its case (R, 288). Although tho Commission may 
defer action on'the motion and permit or require the prosecution to 
roopon its case and produce any further available, evidoneo, Regu¬ 
lations ,of LCAP Governing tho Trials of Accused' War Criminals, foe. .. 
5o(5), it has no authority to dofor action in order to dotormino if 
tho dofonse will supply tho necessary proof. To hold otherwise would 
force the accused to prove himself innocent and by sb doing to un-

exercisc^JLts discretion as to whether or not tp defer action on the 
motio-ffs of tho defense or require and permit the prosecution to reopen 
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1 its case. In view oru'o findings oi not guilty by tho Commission 
T*“ln this case no .prejudical oi-ror was committed, but if tho

AS discussed in the opinion, part of Specifications 7t, v 
and z and all of Specifications :5, 7i and X are not properly substan¬ 
tiated,. It is■ recommended that -these specifications, as recommended 
in the opinion, be disapproved* in’determining the adequacy of the 
sentence, consideration should further be given to the fact .that no 
POW was given heavy or light confinement, as in so many of these- 
oases, that no 'POW. received 3eribus injury, such as .would require, 
hospitalization, and to other mitigating factors.

It should be remarked that the failure, 
by a, victim'to mention Ms own mistroatment in an affidavit which 
he signs docs not necessarily minimize or negative the occurrence 
unless the affidavit purports to cover all incidents.of which the 
affiant has knowledge. It is common knowledge thqt affiants.were 
often expected*to delihoate each abuse■in a sepbrato.affidavit " 
Since thoy might be noododin entirely different cases. 

Mizuno : As to Specification 9, it.,cahnot bo Said, booouso . 
spocific n&m'os of vietims are not available that tho offense is 
morcly "technical". If tho ovidenco of an abuso is clear, as hero 
tho failure to supply the hamos involved cannot destroy the 
seriousness of the crime. Specifications 7 and 9 involved multipli 
abuses justifying a sentence of 4 years for oach specification. 
'For each of the other 3 charges of which Mizuno was : corroctly 
convictod a sentence of 2 years is appropriate.. Thcrofor approval' 
of a total sentence of 14 years is rocommendod. 

Kikuchi: Sentences as follows are recommended: 


Specifications'3 and 5, 1 year each
